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Enrolment at post-secondary educational institutions in Canada 
passed 300,000 in 1967-68. At the university level alone, enrol- 
ment rose to more than 260,000, an increase of about 12 per cent 
over the preceding academic year. Nearly 60,000 students grad- 
uated from Canadian universities in 1968, about 50,000 at the 
undergraduate, 5,000 at the master’s, and 1,000 at the doctorate 
level. 

All of these figures represent substantial increases over preced- 
ing years. An even greater annual growth is predicted for the next 
decade. Not only are high schools producing more and more 
graduates but each year a larger proportion of these graduates is 
undertaking some form of post-secondary education. This de- 
velopment is contributing significantly to the increasing produc- 
tivity of Canada’s manpower resources. 

This booklet deals with the career outlook for new university 
graduates in Canada. It is available from the Professional and 
Technical Occupations Section of the Department of Manpower 
and Immigration in Ottawa and from local Canada Manpower 
Centres. A companion booklet, “Career Outlook — Community 
College Graduates’, is also available. 


The post-secondary educational system in Canada is undergoing 
an enormous growth and a considerable consolidation. Institu- 
tions such as teachers’ colleges, nursing schools and technological 
institutes are gradually being integrated into either universities or 
community colleges. As this transformation takes place, the terms 
“university” and “college” are attaining a more distinct meaning — 
the former as a degree-granting institution; the latter as either a 
constituent part of a university or as an institution offering non- 
degree, post-secondary programs. 

During the past year, for example, several colleges have been 
raised to full university status. These include the University of 
Winnipeg (from United College), the University of Lethbridge 
(from Lethbridge Junior College), and Brandon University (from 
Brandon College). In addition, the Government of Prince Edward 
Island has announced the merger of Prince of Wales College with 
St. Dunstan’s University. 

The most interesting current development in Canadian higher 
education is probably taking place in Quebec with the establish- 
ment of some 20 to 30 CEGEPs (Colléges d’enseignement général 
et professionnel), or public colleges. These colleges offer two 
years of post-secondary, pre-university study in addition to courses 
leading directly to employment. Eventually it is planned that all 
students proceeding to university studies in Quebec will first pass 
through these colleges. The Government of Quebec has also 
announced its intention of establishing a second French-language 
university in Montreal. 

Most provinces have recently formed university commissions 
to co-ordinate certain aspects of university development in the 
province, particularly in the field of finance. Work is progressing 
on the design of more uniform admission examinations across the 
country in individual provinces, especially Ontario, and in in- 
dividual disciplines, such as Medicine, there is also work being 
done on common admission procedures. 
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As university enrolments rise, it is becoming increasingly difficult 
for the large and temporary influx of students to find summer em- 
ployment in the labour force. At the same time it has been 
recognized that the traditional eight-month university year does 
not always correspond to the needs of the individual student. As 
a result, a more flexible schedule is being adopted by some uni- 
versities and community colleges either in the form of trimester 
systems, co-operative programs, or expanded summer school 
offerings. 

Under the trimester system available at Simon Fraser and 
Guelph, students may enroll for one, two, or three terms per year 
and accordingly accelerate or prolong their university studies. 
Complete courses are offered in each term. At Guelph, secondary 
school students are admitted in April prior to the end of the regu- 
lar school year without writing final examinations. 

In a co-operative program, available at Waterloo and Sher- 
brooke students alternate between eight four-month academic ses- 
sions and six four-month terms in work experience. In this way, 
a useful integration of academic and practical training is achieved, 
and university facilities are used on a year-round basis. 


Enrolment at the graduate level is increasing even more rapidly 
than at the undergraduate level. There were some 25,000 graduate 
students in Canada in 1967-68, an increase of 15 per cent over the 
previous year. Despite this increase, there appears to be no danger 
of over-enrollment in graduate studies. The supply of university 
teachers is still far short of the demand and students with post- 
graduate degrees are in strong demand in industry and govern- 
ment. While the shortage of university teachers is envisaged at 
least until 1975, some predictions suggest that after that date the 
shortage may ease somewhat as more Ph.D. graduates are pro- 
duced and as new teaching techniques, especially the increased use 
of television, are adopted. 

Almost all of the teaching staff at universities is drawn from 
those who have qualified for master’s or doctor’s degrees. In- 
creasingly, in most disciplines, new recruits have at least done 
some work beyond the master’s level. The universities of Toronto 
and Waterloo have introduced a Master of Philosophy degree. 
This degree makes graduates well qualified to teach at the univer- 
sity level but does not involve as extensive a research project as 
the Doctor Philosophy program. 

The expansion of community colleges in Canada also calls for 
many more teachers. In most cases the teachers at this level will 
possess a master’s degree or its equivalent. The shortage of 
tertiary-level teachers can be somewhat eased by the part-time 
employment of people who are engaged in other occupations. A 
much higher proportion of teachers at this level have part-time 
teaching careers than is the case in the elementary and secondary 
school system. 

The generally strong demand for graduates with second and 
third degrees has forced up university salary rates in the last few 
years. The Dominion Bureau of Statistics estimates that the 
median salary for all ranks of university teaching staff was 
$12,304 for 1967-68, an 8.6 per cent increase over the preceding 


year. The average salary for lecturers was $8,360; for assistant 
professors, $10,500; for associate professors, $13,400; and for 
full professors $17,800. 

Additional remarks about graduate studies in particular disci- 
plines are made in many of the sections which follow. 
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The growth in size and complexity of almost all private and public 
organizations requires more and more people with administrative 
skills. Increasingly, certain teachable techniques are found to be 
applicable to different kinds of administrative situations — public, 
business, hospital etc. — so that the subject of administration is be- 
coming a more integrated discipline. A number of universities 
have, in fact, recently established degree programs in Administra- 
tion, the graduates of which are expected to be able to meet the 
demands of any administrative situation. Grouped here with var- 
ious administrative specialites are closely related fields — account- 
ing, commerce, secretarial science. 


According to The Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants, 
more and more university graduates are entering the profession of 
accounting. Exactly one half of the student intake in this profes- 
sion in 1967 were university graduates of whom 48 per cent came 
from faculties other than commerce and business administration. 

The required course of study that chartered accountant students 
must follow and the examination that they must write, varies from 
province to province. There are ten provincial Institutes of Char- 
tered Accountants responsible for determining what the course of 
studies will be. The Canadian Institute prepares the uniform 
examinations used by the provincial organizations. 

Commerce graduates who meet certain requirements in their 
undergraduate course can in some provinces complete their formal 
studies in two years, although in most, they are required to under- 
take a third year of practical experience before becoming eligible 
for membership in the Institute of Chartered Accountants. 

The Society of Industrial and Cost Accountants of Canada 
grants exemptions from certain courses and examinations and 
gives a remission of two years on the experience requirements for 
graduates who have majored in accounting. Similarly the Certified 
General Accountants Association gives additional credit to course 
applicants who are university graduates. 

Chartered accountants who are employed in private practice 
perform a wide variety of functions. In addition to statutory audit 
work and the expression of opinions on financial statements, ac- 
countants conduct special audits, offer general business advice, 
management consulting advice and taxation services. 

Many accountants are employed in industry and commerce as 
well as in the government service in the federal, provincial or 
municipal fields. 

The salaries offered to graduates commencing their studies in 
accountancy in 1968 were approximately $480 per month. 


Business Administration is one of the fastest growing faculties in 
Canadian universities. But even with the increasing number of 
graduates each year, there are still not enough to fulfil the exist- 
ing demand from the business communities. 

There has recently been a significant change in the Business 
Administration programs offered by the universities. The courses 
are now more formative than descriptive and increasing emphasis 
is being placed on the theory of business. The trend is to give the 
student a thorough background in the humanities and behavioural 
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sciences before he specializes in the last two years of the four-year 
undergraduate course. Today’s graduate has a knowledge of the 
behaviourial sciences and specialized training in mathematics, 
computer science, marketing, research and finance. 

The increased emphasis on quantitative methods in business, on 
management science and accounting, prepares the graduate to 
deal with the broader aspects of the business world, meeting the 
demands of industry, and providing leadership in new ideas and 
techniques. 

Many students find it well worthwhile to obtain a master’s 
degree in this discipline. Indeed, many employers are now insisting 
on an advanced degree. 

The school of Business Administration at the University of 
Western Ontario has initiated a unique internship program in the 
M.B.A. course. The students are given actual problem-solving 
assignments by various companies thereby involving them directly 
in the complexities of the business world. 

Many students find that a B.Com. degree is useful if they intend 
to continue their studies and become lawyers or teachers at the 
university level. 

There are many avenues of employment open to the Commerce 
or Business Administration graduate. They may find employment 
in accounting, sales, advertising and personnel work. A number 
take positions as trust officers, investment analysts, in market 
research, in banking and in government service as junior officers. 

Retail firms recruit a number of graduates each year for careers 
in merchandising and sales, promotion, advertising, purchasing, 


methods and market research and data processing. 


Students with a B.Com. received starting salaries of approxi- 
mately $550 per month in 1968. Those graduating with a Master’s 
of Business Administration received approximately $715 per 
month. 


The employment outlook for the graduate in Hospital Adminis- 
tration is very good not only because of the rapid increase in the 
number of hospitals but also because of a growing realization of 
the need for specially trained persons to adequately carry out the 
objectives of the modern hospital. 

The average general hospital has more than 200 different job 
classifications covering a range of services from surgical opera- 
tions to the laundering of hospital linen. The Hospital Adminis- 
trator is the man responsible for the management of this complex 
institution, and he directs and co-ordinates all of the hospital’s 
activities in accordance with the policy of the governing board. 

Because of the complexity of Hospital Administration, hospital 
boards like to employ trained graduate hospital administrators. 
But at present there are only some 300 graduates of university 
programs to meet the demands of 1,421 Canadian hospitals. 

Graduates in Hospital Administration can become administra- 
tors or assistant administrators of small and large hospitals. They 
may work with the federal and provincial governments in public 
health administration or in hospital insurance administration with 
hospital associations, management consulting firms, and other 
health care organizations. The advent of national medical care 
insurance will open up further opportunities in the field. 
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Three Canadian universities offer graduate programs in Hospi- 
tal Administration. The universities of Montreal and Ottawa 
award a master’s degree, while the university of Toronto grants 
a graduate diploma. The University of Alberta offers a two-year 
graduate program leading to a Master of Health Services Ad- 
ministration. 

Three other avenues are open to those interested in qualifying 
as hospital administrators. Both the Canadian Hospital Associa- 
tion and the College of Commerce, University of Saskatchewan, 
offer two-year correspondence courses. 

Starting salaries vary considerably, depending upon the size 
and location of the hospital and the administrators’ basic qualifi- 
cations. 


Public Administration involves the study of the organization of 
government departments, the management of government business 
and the responsibilities of the public servant. 

Seven universities in Canada offer courses in Public Adminis- 
tration leading through an Arts course to an Honours degree in 
Public Administration at the bachelor’s, master’s and doctoral 
level. Carleton University and the University of Ottawa also offer 
courses leading to Certificates or Diplomas in Public Administra- 
tion. 

With the growing importance of the public sector of our 
economy, there are increasing demands for qualified administra- 
tive personnel. 

Starting salaries for graduates in 1968 were approximately $510 
for a bachelor’s degree, $515 for a master’s and $780 per month 
for a doctoral. 


Graduates in secretarial science frequently secure positions in 
business or in the secondary school system, teaching commercial 
work. The demand for commercial teachers is very heavy and is 
likely to continue to be heavy for at least another ten years; there 
will be a continuing demand for efficient secretaries with a broad 
educational background in the foreseeable future. 

The Bachelor of Secretarial Science is offered at two Canadian 
universities, Mount Allison and the University of Western On- 
tario. Acadia and St. Francis Xavier give a combined diploma- 
degree course and Notre Dame University of Nelson, B.C., gives 
a diploma in Secretarial Science. 

The courses prepare an individual for secretarial work on the 
executive level in government, education, or industry where a 
broad general education is required, combined with a knowledge 
of the theory of business and skill in office and secretarial 
techniques. 
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As the leisure time and size of the Canadian population increase, 
the possibilities are enhanced of making a career in the arts. 
While many of the opportunities available are not limited to 
university graduates, an increasing proportion of such artists is 
now university trained. Canadian society is still able to support 
only a relatively small number of full-time performing artists, 
however, so that many university graduates in the various artistic 
fields work full or part-time as teachers and in other related 
employment. 


Thirteen Canadian universities offer programs in Fine Arts. Of 
these, five universities award a Bachelor of Fine Arts degree and 
the others a Bachelor of Arts degree in Fine Arts. At the graduate 
level, a degree can be earned in fine arts, history of art, or in art 
education. 

For the most part, universities offering a Fine Arts degree intend 
the course to develop creative ability in drawing, painting, 
sculpture or the graphic arts. However, most courses also em- 
phasize the analysis, evaluation and history of art. 

Most Fine Arts graduates become secondary school art teachers. 
A smaller number are employed as teachers at the elementary or 
university levels and some graduates become practicing artists or 
designers. Graduates in Art History may also find employment in 
art galleries in such positions as director, curator, education 
officer, business administrator, display technician, or public 
relations officer. Still other graduates find employment in libraries 
and museums, or as art critics. As the number of Canadian 
museums has increased, the professional standards of their staff 
have been upgraded. This fact will ensure a continuing demand in 
this field for those with a post-graduate degree in the history of art. 

Salaries for Fine Arts graduates are generally similar to those 
paid to other specialists. 


The University of Manitoba offers a degree course in Interior 
Design, a field open to both men and women. The curriculum 
for this course is closely allied with that of architecture. Besides 
courses in drafting, graphic presentation, the history of art and 
building construction, the program of studies includes analysis of 
period styles, colour theory, and furniture design. 

Most Interior Design graduates enter the commercial field. They 
are employed by architects, are on staff of interior design firms, 
and in contact sales departments. There graduates can also find 
positions that involve the planning of department stores and hotel 
chains, and office planning and supply. A limited number of 
graduates enter the teaching profession in specialized fields of 
high school art and university applied arts departments. 


Many universities combine a liberal arts education with profes- 
sional music training, which gives the graduate great flexibility. 
More than 20 universities in Canada offer undergraduate degrees 
in music and three offer a doctoral program. In addition, a degree 
in Performance (voice, piano, and any orchestral instrument) is 
offered at the bachelor’s and master’s level at some universities. 

The greatest opportunities for music graduates are in the teach- 
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ing of their discipline, mostly at the elementary and secondary 
school level. There is a considerable shortage of music teachers, 
and the music graduate is therefore in a favourable position. 

As the cultural life of Canada has developed, so opportunities 
have improved in the performing arts. Radio, television, sound 
pictures, opera, symphony, ballet, and theatre are providing an 
expanding source of employment. In some cases, performance is 
coupled with teaching, or some other responsibility in the field 
of music. 

In addition to careers in teaching or performing, there are 
many openings in related areas. These include music therapists, 
music librarians, music historians and church musicians. Within 
the music industry, persons with a thorough musical training are 
also offered employment as editors, composers, arrangers, mana- 
gers, producers or consultants. In addition there are opportunities 
in the broadcasting field in arranging and conducting or in the 
program departments of radio and television stations. 


Canadian professional theatre took a significant step forward with 
the inception of a Master of Fine Arts degree in drama at the 
University of Alberta in 1968. This is a professional degree which 
prepares the graduate for work as an actor, director or designer 
and its inauguration in Canada is a sign that university theatre is 
coming of age. Another encouraging factor in 1968 was the 
establishment of the Canadian University Theatre Association, 
which is designed to help further the development of university 
theatre. 

There are three paths open to the student who wishes to train 
for the theatre. He can enroll in the National Theatre School 
which offers a three-year diploma course after high school 
graduation; he can obtain his degree at a university which has a 
drama department, then go on to the National Theatre School 
for professional polish; or he can further his education with a 
graduate degree in the dramatic arts. 

Twelve universities now offer degree programs in drama and 
the theatre, and eleven of them have courses at the undergraduate 
level, four schools offer a master’s degree (including Alberta’s 
newly-established M.F.A.) and one has a doctoral program. 

The graduate school at the University of Toronto is primarily 
intended for critics, historians and teachers of dramatic literature. 
Most graduates with a bachelor’s or master’s degree enter the 
teaching profession at the high school level. A graduate with a 
higher degree would qualify for a post with a university drama 
department or with a department that concentrates on the parti- 
cular field in which the student has specialized. 

Employment prospects in the theatre continue to improve but 
the field is a relatively small one. However, good actors, directors 
and designers are always in demand as are theatre administrators.

Grouped here under the collective title “Biological Sciences” are 
those disciplines concerned with living things except in the strictly 
medical sense. Although at some universities forestry is allied 
more closely to engineering, in their emphasis on certain kinds 
of plant and animal life, agriculture and forestry are basically 
extensions of biology. The agricultural, forest and other industries 
will require larger numbers of biological scientists of all kinds in 
the future as expenditure on research and development rises and 
growing student enrolment necessitates more teachers. 


Seven universities in Canada offer bachelor’s, master’s and doc- 
tor’s degrees in Agriculture at the present time. However, there is a 
scarcity of Canadian students doing post-graduate work. This is 
due in part to the abundance of employment opportunities for 
those with an undergraduate degree and in part to the high en- 
trance standards of the universities offering post-graduate courses. 

The undergraduate course provides the student with a back- 
ground in basic sciences such as chemistry, physics, biology, 
botany, zoology, genetics and microbiology. During the last two 
years of the bachelor’s course, the student may specialize in such 
areas as agricultural economics; agricultural engineering; plant, 
animal, poultry, soil or dairy science; entomology, horticulture 
or resource management. 

Employment opportunities are extensive and varied. There are 
many vacancies for graduates in the commercial and industrial 
fields and a number of firms associated with the agricultural 
industry are looking for well-qualified men in the sales promotion 
and development fields. Other firms which handle agricultural 
products are seeking graduates for the processing and marketing 
of their products. 

Research work in commercial or government establishments, 
including the research stations and experimental farms of the 
Canada Department of Agriculture, also absorbs a large number 
of graduates. 

Demand for graduate students in the teaching profession is 
increasing since many vocational high schools and community 
colleges now offer diploma courses in agricultural technology or 
vocational agriculture. 

Teaching and research opportunities are also available in the 
developing countries. 

Starting salaries for graduates have risen rapidly in the last 
few years and the degree student taking salaried employment upon 
graduation in May 1968 started at about $6,800 per annum. 


Biology is concerned with the world of living things and, because 
of the great number of plants and animals and the multitude of 
factors to be studied, biological scientists usually become spe- 
cialists in a particular area of work. 

Nearly half are involved in some type of research designed to 
add to the knowledge of living things. Some are engaged in applied 
research, using the discoveries of basic research to solve the 
practical problems involved in developing new products useful to 
man. Others work in the management and administration of re- 
search activities. Still others enter the teaching profession. 

Biological scientists can also be engaged in the management 
and administration of arboretums, forests or wildlife refuges, in 
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managing programs concerned with testing the quality of foods, 
drugs, or other products. 

A small number of life scientists are inspectors, writers or 
consultants. Museum work, which involves such things as iden- 
tifying and classifying specimens, and preparing them for exhibi- 
tions, is still another field. 

Honours graduates in the biological sciences are encouraged to 
enter the more academic employment opportunities or to proceed 
to higher degrees. Employment prospects for the “major” grad- 
uate are excellent and exist in a wide variety of fields. These 
include quality control programs of the pharmaceutical industry; 
the expanding food processing industry; the Food and Drug and 
other directorates of the federal Department of Health and 
Welfare; agricultural research and control stations; federal and 
provincial departments of fisheries and agriculture; the Fisheries 
Research Board; and wildlife and water resources agencies. There 
are also jobs available in developing countries, UN agencies and 
external aid. Most biological jobs are in the public sector and 
are likely to remain there for the next decade, although the drug, 
fertilizer, bioengineering and brewing industries are slowly in- 
creasing employment of biologists. There is also a great demand 
for teachers of biology. 

The average salary range for honours graduates in 1968 was 
$550 a month; at the master’s level, $665 a month; and for 
Ph.D’s, $840 a month. 


Canada’s forests and forest-based industries provide a vital con- 
tribution to the economy in terms of employment, wages paid, 
net value of production and foreign exchange credit. The forests 
also contribute an important element to man’s natural environ- 
ment and with a growing population, forests are being used 
increasingly for recreational purposes. 

The main object of the practice of forestry is to use the forest 
and its resources for man’s ultimate advantage and to increase 
the forest’s usefulness and production. 

An undergraduate degree in Forestry is offered at four univer- 
sities. Several other universities offer the first two years of the 
course and the student must then continue his studies at one of 
the four degree-granting universities. 

Curricula are designed to give the student a broad knowledge 
of all aspects of forestry and at the same time, through his choice 
of options, provide him with an opportunity for further specialized 
education. The main phases of technical forestry are forest land 
management, forest business management, forest harvesting, 
forest wildlife management, silvics (including forest pathology 
and forest entomology), and wood science. 

In addition to a forestry degree, the University of New Bruns- 
wick offers a degree in Forest Engineering. This program is 
sponsored jointly by the Faculties of Engineering and Forestry 
and involves the planning and carrying out of an entire logging 
operation, designing, building and maintaining logging and trans- 
portation facilities and in general organizing and carrying out 
the harvesting and delivery of raw materials for forest-based 
industries. 

The 1968 bachelor’s graduate received an average starting 
salary in the $580-$600 range. 
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The educational system is now one of the most dynamic institu- 
tions in Canadian society. Enrolment at all school levels is in- 
creasing; knowledge is becoming more specialized and diversified; 
teaching methods are being radically revised to keep up with 
technological advances. All of these developments result in a 
heavy demand for well-trained teachers and the filling of this 
demand continues to be a major problem of the educational field. 

Many significant developments which will substantially trans- 
form the nature of the teaching profession are now taking place 
and a tremendous amount of experimentation is occurring 
throughout this field. 

Foremost among these educational developments is the in- 
creasing use of television and other technological aids in the 
school. Many provinces are expanding their radio and TV 
programs. The use of television does not supplant the teacher, 
but it can assist him in a variety of ways. It can enable several 
schools to share educational experiences that would be too ex- 
pensive, awkward, or time-consuming for an individual teacher 
or school to obtain or prepare. Film clips, charts, models, slides 
and many other instructional materials can be used in this way 
as a most effective medium of communication. It also permits a 
particularly gifted teacher or special resource person to have 
greater exposure to students. 

Accompanying the increasing application of television in the 
schools is a growing use of language laboratories in the learning 
of a second language and an earlier and more extensive use of 
laboratories in science courses. 

A second development which is gaining wider application is 
the concept of team teaching which involves two or more teachers 
(often four) working together as a team with a larger group of 
pupils to maximize the impact of instruction. This method em- 
ploys a variety of teaching situations including lectures, group 
discussions, and individual study and reseach. Team teaching 
allows greater specialization for each teacher involved and tends 
to increase the number of teachers required for a given number 
of pupils. 

Third, a continuous progress system has been developed and 
is replacing the traditional grade system in elementary schools. 
At the higher and secondary level, subject promotion is replacing 
grade promotion. In the continuous progress system, the rate of 
instruction is geared to the student’s rate of learning. 

A fourth development is a continuing decrease in the pupil per 
teacher ratio. Most educationists would suggest that the smaller 
this ratio, the greater the educational benefit to the pupil and a 
recent study by Dr. Norman France of the University of Sas- 
katchewan predicts that a ratio of 22 pupils per teacher will be 
a realizable aim by 1970 and of 20 pupils per teacher by 1975. 
The average 1967-68 ratio was 24, with appreciable provincial 
variations. The aim of decreasing the pupil per teacher ratio will 
also increase the number of teachers required. 

Another development which is in its early stages is the use of 
teacher’s assistants who are hired to relieve teachers of clerical, 
administrative, or supervisory duties in order to enable them to 
devote more time and attention to actual teaching. Several Cana- 
dian community colleges are now offering a course for such 
educational assistants. 
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Finally, computers are being widely used to speed administra- 
tive tasks in school. Research on the use of computers to aid 
instruction gives hope of a substantial contribution eventually, 
but widespread implementation is probably a decade away. In 
the near future, all teachers and students will have to familiarize 
themselves with the power and potential of the computer in order 
to shape its application to the work of teaching and learning. 

As a result of these developments, the nature of teacher train- 
ing is also changing rapidly. Teaching standards are in fact 
changing so quickly that it is suggested that prospective teachers 
contact the Department of Education of the province in which 
they intend to teach for detailed and authoritative information 
on qualification requirements. 

The main development in teacher training is the raising of the 
educational requirements for teachers. Most provinces have set an 
objective of requiring every person entering the teaching pro- 
fession to have a university degree. This objective will not be 
met in all cases in the near future but several short emergency- 
type teacher-training courses have recently been abandoned. For 
example, the province of Ontario has dropped its summer session 
program for the basic training of new university graduates. 

There continues to be a great variety of employment for those 
trained in education besides the teaching profession itself. New 
areas such as industrial training, manpower, vocational and per- 
sonal counselling, adult education, recreation work, educational 
planning and administration all require large numbers of recruits. 
Other graduates enter fields ranging from radio and television 
announcing to sales and advertising. On the other hand, there are 
widespread opportunities in the vocational teaching profession for 
graduates in such diverse disciplines as Engineering and Fine Arts. 


While the current shortage of teachers is most serious at the 
secondary level, there is no danger of producing too many well- 
trained teachers for elementary schools. The qualifications of the 
grade school teacher are being upgraded across the country in 
order to keep up with innovations in the system. This accounts 
for a sizeable proportion of the school teachers at university 
summer school. At the same time, provincial departments of 
education are attempting to obtain more highly qualified teachers. 
This development has brought elementary school boards to the 
universities and colleges of education to compete with secondary 
schools in the hiring of better trained graduates. 

Many changes are taking place at the elementary school level. 
These include the starting of school or kindergarten at an earlier 
age; the steady expansion of kindergartens across the country; the 
ungrading of schools; the revision of the content of traditional 
subjects; the introduction of new subjects such as French in 
English-speaking schools; an earlier grade placement of subject 
matter, and a greater degree of individualization in learning to 
provide for the individual differences among children. These 
developments will only be successful if elementary teachers are 
trained to implement them effectively. 
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The shortage of secondary school teachers is likely to continue 
for another decade. In Ontario alone, the estimated number of 
new teachers required in 1975 will be 50 percent greater than the 
number required in 1967. Even with the increased number of 
graduates coming from the expanded universities, the teacher 
supply situation in secondary schools will continue to be a cause 
for concern. 

This situation has occurred because more students are staying 
at secondary school longer and because many positions are now 
open to-secondary school teachers in such new institutions as 
community colleges. As smaller class loads are effected, the de- 
mand for secondary school teachers will increase proportionately. 

Many changes are taking place in the curriculum of secondary 
schools, and education is being enriched. More effective and 
expanded use is being made of available resources such as field 
trips, theatres, and museums; more emphasis is being placed on 
the social sciences of economics, sociology, and political science, 
and on data processing and computer science. Programmed in- 
struction is allowing pupils to advance at their individual rate 
and promotion by subject, rather than grade, is being introduced. 
There is a greater flexibility in course requirements and students 
are encouraged to specialize in their individual interests. Students 
will be taking more responsibility for their own education through 
methods of individualized discovery and inquiry, rather than 
depending on the teacher for instruction. All of these develop- 
ments put a premium on longer and better teacher training. 


Physical and health education are two concepts which are in- 
separable. The physical educator must be able to create an appre- 
ciation of health as well as an understanding of the value of 
physical education and the philosophy of recreation. 

Twenty-six universities offer undergraduate courses in Physical 
Education and six offer graduate courses, including the University 
of Alberta which offers a doctor’s degree. 

The duties of a physical educator vary with the type of organ- 
ization for which he works. In the school system, the teacher of 
physical education organizes and gives instructions in various 
sports and other related activities in addition to teaching courses 
in health. 

The graduate who chooses to work in the field of community 
playgrounds and recreation may conduct physical activity pro- 
grams, supervise and instruct in games and sports, or act in an 
executive or public relations capacity. 

Demand has increased for graduates who are knowledgeable and 
qualified to administer exercise programs for various age groups 
and many communities are seeking professionally trained per- 
sonnel to serve as directors and supervisors of recreation. The 
Universities of Alberta, British Columbia, Ottawa, and Waterloo 
offer courses leading to degrees in Recreation. 

Female physical education teachers are particularly needed and 
a number of opportunities are available for women who hold 
graduate degrees. 

A student with an undergraduate degree in this discipline re- 
ceived an average starting salary of approximately $535 per 
month in 1968. About 750 such graduates are expected in 1969. 
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Engineers are applied scientists who make practical use of scien- 
tific knowledge. Their basic function is to determine practical 
scientific methods of converting raw materials and sources of 
power into goods and services at a reasonable cost in time and 
money. In the highly complex and technological society we have 
today, scarcely any aspect of daily life is not affected, directly or 
indirectly, by the work of the engineer. 

Although there are many specializations in the field of engi- 
neering, and the student is required to make an early choice, all 
fields follow a basic common pattern. The precise duties or func- 
tions that engineers perform fall into fairly clear patterns, 1.e.: 
administration or management, planning and design, construction 
or installation, consulting and sales, manufacturing and operation, 
research and development and teaching. 

With the advent and rapid growth of technological colleges in 
Canada, engineering technologists are now taking over many of 
the functions that in previous years were performed by engineers. 
The result is that the engineer is free to pursue his profession 
and fulfil his role as a problem solver and a planner who deter- 
mines and conceives the broader aspects of the work in which 
he is involved. 

The computer has also released the engineer from making the 
many time-consuming tedious calculations that formerly occupied 
so much of his time. The computer is now a tool of the engineer 
which he makes use of much as he did the slide rule. Again this 
allows him the time and opportunity to turn his mind to the more 
theoretical aspects of his work. 

The engineering employment outlook greatly depends on the 
growth potentiality of those industries which employ engineers 
and on the general economic conditions currently prevailing in 
the country. 

The prime requisite for entry into the engineering profession 
is technical competence gained through adequate education and 
practical experience. Those wishing to use the title “Professional 
Engineer” and legally practise the engineering profession, must 
be registered with their provincial or territorial association of 
professional engineers. In certain provinces, those practising in 
the surveying profession as well as that of forestry do so under 
separate provincial legislation. 


Although several Canadian universities offer individual courses 
related to the field of aerospace engineering, only the University 
of Toronto offers a post-graduate degree in this discipline. 

The employment outlook for aerospace engineers is good. There 
is a constant demand for graduates by government regulatory 
and research agencies, by the armed forces, by manufacturers of 
aircraft and other aerospace vehicles and by air transport com- 
panies. Some graduates remain in the academic field, in uni- 
versities and other educational institutions where their services 
are badly needed. 

The work of the aerospace engineer is concerned with the 
design, construction, and operation of vehicles for flight in and 
out of the earth’s atmosphere — principally aircraft, rockets, and 
satellites. The graduate aerospace engineer has a wide choice of 
positions and prospects of excellent remuneration. 
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The chief responsibility of the chemical engineer is to design, 
develop, and supervise the construction and operation of equip- 
ment capable of economically producing chemicals and chemical 
products and executing various chemical processes. To accomplish 
this, the chemical engineer applies his knowledge of chemistry, 
physics, mechanics and engineering science. 

Students who obtain a degree in Chemical Engineering appear 
to have a bright future. Demand for qualified chemical engineers 
has exceeded the supply for many years, and any change is likely 
to be in the direction of an even greater shortage in industry, gov- 
ernment, and academic positions. 

Demand is strong enough that most students graduating with 
a bachelor’s degree (of whom about 675 are expected in 1969) 
enter the labour market directly. Starting salaries in 1968 aver- 
aged about $615. Those who continue to graduate degrees will 
find an even greater demand for their services. 


Civil Engineering is the oldest of the branches of engineering. 
The work of the civil engineer is involved with buildings, trans- 
portation systems, water resources, water and sewage systems, 
air pollution, harbour facilities, dams and spillways, airports, 
airfields, and atomic structures. 

Civil engineering is a broad field with a number of major 
branches, which include structural engineering, hydraulic engi- 
neering, water resources and irrigation engineering, highway 
engineering, power engineering, surveying engineering, construc- 
tion engineering and many others. 

A graduate civil engineer may find employment with a great 
range of types of employers. Industry, consulting engineering 
firms, federal, provincial, and municipal governments, and even 
foreign governments and firms recruit from Canadian engineering 
faculties. Graduates with a bachelor’s degree had an average 
starting salary of $610 per month in 1968. The number of grad- 
uates is expected to increase from 658 in 1968 to 824 in 1969. 

Those who go on to obtain master’s or doctoral degrees have a 
wider choice of employment including university teaching posi- 
tions. Starting salaries for these graduates, reflecting their further 
training, averaged $685 for master’s and $850 for doctoral 
graduates in 1968. 


The electrical engineer strives to find efficient methods of harness- 
ing electrical energy for practical purposes. His designs may be 
involved in such widely separated areas as providing energy 
for the refrigeration needed in the transport of foods; feeding 
information to computers; guiding space missiles; bringing heat 
and light to dwellings and other buildings; capturing sound and 
picture waves for telephone, radio, television, and radar; and 
operating industrial machinery. 

Electrical engineering employment may be divided into three 
basic divisions; power, communications and electronics engineer- 
ing. Among the major employers of electrical engineers are the 
manufacturers of electrical and electronic equipment used in so 
many applications to-day. The electric tower utility organizations 
that provide the means of generating and making universally 
available ever-increasing amounts of electrical energy, require on 
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staff a large number of electrical engineers. Other large employers 
of electrical engineers are the many organizations providing 
electrical communication systems capable of transmitting data 
and intelligence rapidly and reliably over very short and very long 
distances. The design of equipment for data processing and the 
accurate control and automation of complex systems lies within 
the proper field of activity. Many electrical engineers also occupy 
positions in government services. 

Within any of these areas the electrical engineer may be en- 
gaged in research, development, design, manufacturing operation 
or management functions. 

The average starting salaries of electrical engineers in 1968 
were $610 for a bachelor’s degree, $685 for a master’s and $850 
for a Ph.D. The expected number of graduates at the bachelor’s 
level in 1969 is 825. 


Geologists and geological engineers are in great demand in 
Canada and the number of graduates with a bachelor’s degree is 
not high. In 1968, science faculties graduated 63 students and 
engineering faculties, 52, and a large proportion of these went on 
to graduate work. In 1969, the expected graduation figures are 
75 in science and 64 in engineering. 

This supply of graduates does not meet the demand and there 
is increasing competition for their services among industry, 
government, and the academic field. Many of those with graduate 
training become university teachers; some bachelor’s graduates 
have become secondary teachers as a result of the introduction 
of an earth science curriculum at the high school level. 

The work of the geologist and the geological engineer involves 
the study of rocks and soils to determine surface and sub-surface 
structure and the application of the results to the construction of 
buildings, highways, railroads, bridges, and dams or to the dis- 
covery, exploration, and development of mineral deposits. Grad- 
uates find work with a variety of employers including those 
involved in mineral, oil and gas exploration and extraction. The 
average starting salary in 1968 for a bachelor’s degree was $625 
per month and for a master’s degree $720. 


The graduate in Geophysics is an earth-physicist who studies the 
earth’s interior. His academic preparation includes training in 
geomagnetism, seismology, and geothermal and gravitational 
problems. 

The geophysicist is concerned with the measurement of varia- 
tions in the earth’s magnetic field, its conductivity, gravity, or 
reaction to earthquakes, natural or man-made. Geophysical 
methods of exploration are being increasingly employed by 
exploration companies as an aid in mapping and in an attempt 
to locate buried and drift-covered deposits. In the petroleum 
industry, for example, geophysicists are employed to evaluate 
prospective areas for the occurrence of structures or reservoirs 
that might be oil bearing. 

A graduate with a bachelor’s degree averaged about $615 per 
month in 1968. 
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Industrial engineering according to a recent issue of the Engineer- 
ing Journal is the fastest growing engineering field in Canada 
with a current increase in demand of about 10 per cent each year. 
Industrial engineering is concerned with the design, improvement, 
and installation of integrated systems of men, materials and 
equipment. It draws upon specialized knowledge and skill in the 
mathematical, physical and social sciences, together with the 
principles and methods of engineering analysis and design, to 
specify, predict and evaluate such systems. 

As industries become larger, more diversified and more com- 
plex, the future training of the industrial engineer will change 
to keep pace. Future emphasis will be placed on training in 
automatic manufacturing and control systems and information 
systems, with less concentration on the direct manufacturing 
problems although still with basic knowledge in those areas. 

In 1968, 83 industrial engineers graduated with a bachelor’s 
degree. Graduates who entered the working force received an 
average starting salary of $610 per month. In 1969, 93 graduates 
are expected. As post-graduate training is becoming more com- 
mon, however, many of these graduates are choosing to return 
to university rather than enter the labour market immediately. 


Mechanical engineering is the widest and most diversified of all 
of the engineering fields. It provides industry with the designs of 
fundamental tools, machinery and equipment. 

The mechanical engineer is involved in the production of 
materials ranging from the tiniest parts of a watch to the heaviest of 
machinery. The scope of his work includes every mechanical 
means for the use of natural resources as well as hydraulic, 
pneumatic, electronic, and combined systems. He may work on 
the ground, under the ground, on the sea, or in the air. In the 
modern space age, he is concerned with propulsion, power sys- 
tems and control systems, as well as the complex ground sup- 
port equipment. 

The mechanical engineer may be employed in a variety of 
positions including research, design, development, construction, 
Operation, maintenance, installation, sales and consulting. Teach- 
ing positions are also open at universities and technological 
institutes for those who go on to higher degrees. 

Graduating classes in Mechanical Engineering are increasing 
rapidly in size. In 1968, 593 students graduated with bachelor’s 
degrees and in 1969 there are 740 such graduates expected. 
Average starting salaries in 1968 were $620 per month for 
bachelor’s, $685 for master’s and $865 for doctor’s, indicating 
that demand in this field is still ahead of supply. 


The number of graduates in Metallurgical Engineering is well 
below that in comparable disciplines while Canada’s large and 
diversified metallurgical industry continues to grow. There are, 
consequently, many openings for graduates with a wide choice of 
positions. 

The metallurgical engineer is usually concerned with one 
of the following broad categories: mineral processing, which 
deals with the recovery of metals from their ores; chemical 
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metallurgy, which covers iron smelting, steel production and the 
refining of non-ferrous metals, particularly copper, nickel, ura- 
nium and zinc, to the pure form; and physical metallurgy, which 
embraces a variety of occupations such as alloy development, 
heat treatment, welding technology, fabrication, powder metal- 
lurgy, non-destructive testing and fabrication. 

While curricula vary somewhat from one university to another, 
most schools include all branches of metallurgy and continually 
revise their programs as new instruments or new methods are 
applied to metallurgical processes. 

The number of graduates expected in 1969 is 95 at the bache- 
lor’s level, 30 at the master’s level and 25 at the Ph.D. level. 
Starting salaries for 1968 bachelor’s graduates averaged about 
$620 per month. 


Demand for mining engineers, as for graduates in most disciplines 
related to the mineral industry, is very high in Canada and the 
graduate therefore has a good choice of careers and excellent 
salary prospects. The mining engineer is usually concerned with 
all fields relating to the production of minerals. This could in- 
clude prospecting for deposits; exploring the depth, content and 
range of deposits; mine development; mineral extraction, and 
ore dressing. 

Employment opportunities are found in the manufacturing in- 
dustry, in research, in management, or in various specialties such 
as exploration, work mechanics, or mine operations. Most surveys 
of the industry show many job opportunities and relatively few 
candidates to fill the positions. 

Innovations in the mining industry and an increase in the 
number of technologists graduating from Canada’s technical 
institutes have enabled mining engineers to assume new positions 
and have relieved them of some routine work. These factors also 
contribute to a relatively fast advancement rate among mining 
engineers. 

The expected number of graduates in 1969 are 50 bachelor’s, 
20 master’s and 7 Ph.D’s; the average starting salary for 1968 
bachelor’s graduates was about $630 per month. 


Seventy students graduated with a bachelor’s degree in Engineer- 
ing Physics or Science in 1967. In 1968 the graduating class had 
grown to 165 and in 1969 it is expected to reach 184. Yet new 
demands are apparently arising faster than enrolment. 

Graduates in engineering physics or science receive a more 
intensive training in mathematics and physics than other engi- 
neering fields. 

Industry, consulting engineering firms, and several govern- 
ment agencies including the Meteorological Service of Canada, 
the National Research Council, the Defence Research Board, 
and Atomic Energy of Canada, employ engineering physicists. 

Graduates with a bachelor’s degree received $610 per month 
in 1968, with a master’s, $680 and with a Ph.D., $895. 


Surveying engineering is offered at four Canadian universities. 
Each specializes in certain aspects of surveying. Laval associates 
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it with forestry. Toronto, New Brunswick and British Columbia 
associate it with civil engineering. 

Technological advances such as data banks, electronic processes 
and other equipment, are bringing about many changes in the 
surveying profession. The graduate surveyor may choose from a 
variety of fields including geodesy, land surveying, topographical 
surveying, engineering surveying, hydrographical surveying and 
photogrammetry. 

The graduate may obtain employment with federal and pro- 
vincial governments, research institutes and universities, industry 
or in private practice. 

The number of graduates is expected to increase from about 
50 in 1968 to nearly 100 in 1969. Surveying engineers received 
an average starting salary of about $615 per month in 1968. 
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Employment prospects in the health and rehabilitation field are 
expected to expand rapidly during the next decade. Even now, 
some of the most severe occupational shortages exist in this sector 
of the labour force. As population increases and becomes more 
health conscious and as various health and rehabilitative services 
become more accessible through public or private insurance 
programs, many more practitioners will be required. 


The speech therapist is concerned with the evaluation and re- 
education of those suffering from disorders of speech such as 
articulation, voice and language. The audiologist works with 
instruments which measure hearing loss and then determines the 
method of remedying this impairment by the use of a hearing aid 
or auditory training or in some cases, lip reading. 

As speech therapy and audiology are complementary sciences, 
they are taught together in Canadian universities. The graduate 
may elect to practice in either field but will have an understanding 
of the problems and duties of both. 

Three universities offer this discipline and all require a B.A. 
or equivalent as an entrance requirement. The course which leads 
to an M.A., M.Sc. or M.Sc. (applied) or a Diploma, is two years 
in duration and clinical experience is required to complete the 
course. 

As a member of the health team, audiologists and speech 
therapists work closely with other specialists in the medical, 
psychological and educational fields. They are employed in hos- 
pitals, rehabilitation centres, clinics and in special schools for the 
handicapped or deaf as well as in the regular school system. 
Some enter private practice or lecture at schools of speech 
therapy and audiology. 

With the increased interest and awareness of the medical pro- 
fession in speech and audiology problems, there is a growing 
demand for graduates in this discipline. There is also a need for 
therapists in the public school system. 

Several provincial governments offer assistance to students wish- 
ing to pursue studies in the field of audiology and speech therapy. 


Although the number of graduates in Dentistry is increasing each 
year, the rate of increase is not keeping pace with the growth 
in Canada’s population and the demand is expected to become 
even more acute. There is also a severe shortage of qualified 
career dental teachers and research workers. 

Canada’s nine schools of dentistry produced 314 graduates in 
1968 and a further 325 are expected in 1969. 

It normally takes six years of study after high school gradua- 
tion to obtain a Doctor of Dental Surgery or a Doctor of Dental 
Medicine degree. One or more additional years are required for 
certain specializations and dentists may also proceed to higher 
degrees with a Master of Science or a Ph.D. in dentistry. 

Most dentists are self-employed either in general practice or as 
specialists in a specific area of dentistry such as orthodontics, 
(alignment of teeth), periodontics, (treatment of gum tissues), 
paedodontics, (dentistry relating to children), prothodontics, (de- 
sign and fitting of dentures, bridges, etc.), and oral surgery. Some 
graduates find employment with government health agencies, 
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school boards, hospitals, private industry, in the Armed Forces, 
or as teachers in dental schools. Research and administration also 
attract a certain number of graduates. 

Dentistry graduates working on a salary basis can expect to 
receive about $750 a month. 


A dental hygienist is primarily concerned with preventive dental 
treatment. As part of the dental health team and by virtue of 
specialized education, the dental hygienist is qualified to relieve 
the dentist of many time-consuming but essential functions. 

Five universities in Canada now offer this two-year diploma 
course. After graduation the dental hygienist may be licensed by 
Provincial Dental Acts to perform certain services under the 
direction and supervision of a dentist. 

These services may include taking, processing and mounting 
X-rays, scaling and polishing teeth, applying preventive agents 
and charting dental defects. In the field of patient education, a 
dental hygienist teaches good oral hygiene procedures, and 
counsels on home care, diet and nutrition. 

Dental hygienists are employed in private dental offices, dental 
departments of hospitals, public health units and school dental 
services. 

Graduates from this program are in demand particularly in 
small and medium-sized cities. Starting salaries in 1968 ranged 
from $350 to $500 per month. 


Dietetics has assumed the role of a separate and distinct pro- 
fession. The Canadian Dietetic Association has become the 
professional association in which membership is based on the 
completion of the Association’s academic and internship re- 
quirements. 

Academic training consists of a degree in food sciences, die- 
tetics, nutrition or certain specializations, in home economics 
which are offered at many Canadian universities. The year of in- 
ternship may be taken after graduation or in three summer phases. 

Graduate degrees in Dietetics and Nutrition can be pursued in 
a number of areas of academic study. 

More than 60 percent of Canada’s dietitians work in hospitals 
either in diet-therapy, writing therapeutic diets and teaching pa- 
tients on special diet, teaching nutrition to patients, nurses and 
other personnel or in administration of food services, controlling 
budgets, preparing menus, supervising the purchase of food or 
equipment, and directing personnel. Others work in metabolic 
units of teaching hospitals. 

About 11 percent administer collective food services in schools 
or restaurants or for large corporations. About 8 percent are 
engaged in publicity and research for food product companies. 
Seven percent are employed as nutritionists for private or govern- 
ment agencies, clinics, and health and social welfare services 
where they teach nutrition, foods and food budgeting to the 
public. Others participate in the planning of food service instal- 
lations. 

The coming of health insurance plans and the high cost of 
hospitalization are bringing a new approach to medical care which 
will influence dietetics. Home care, nursing homes, convalescent 
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homes, etc., will need the services of dietitians in the very near 
future. 

There is at present a shortage of dietitians in hospitals through- 
out the country and with the increasing demand for medical care, 
the employment outlook is promising. 

Starting salaries of dietitians are comparable to those of other 
professions requiring similar academic preparation. 


In 1967 there were places for 1,258 students in Canada’s 13 
medical schools. With new schools developing at Calgary, 
McMaster and Memorial and with the expansion of the existing 
medical schools, there will be over 1,600 places by 1971. 

For admission to the four-year professional course in Medicine, 
most universities require two preparatory years of undergraduate 
education with concentration in physics, chemistry, zoology and 
biology. Others require a completed undergraduate degree. 

In addition to the M.D. degree, five universities offer a Bachelor 
of Science in Medicine degree for students in the M.D. program. 
All medical schools offer Master of Science and Doctorate degrees 
in several areas of medical study. 

After completion of an M.D. and a year of internship, there 
are many paths open to the graduate. General practice, or family 
medicine, is gaining in importance with the introduction by 
several medical schools of special post-graduate courses in this 
field. The graduate may also choose to enter a three-to-five-year 
hospital residency leading to a specialty practice. 

The academic field of teaching and research is expanding 
rapidly and, with increased government support, provides many 
opportunities. 

According to the Canadian Association of Medical Colleges, 
in 1965 physicians in private practice under the age of 35 had an 
average net income of about $17,000 a year. Physicians entering 
federal government employment start at between $9,500 and 
$13,500. 


The nursing profession and society in general are looking to 
university schools of nursing to furnish a supply of urgently 
needed graduates to fill leadership positions in Canada’s rapidly 
expanding health service field. 

The graduate with a B.Sc. in Nursing should be able to plan 
and administer nursing care, provide nursing care in health 
service agencies and hospitals, teach and demonstrate skilled care 
to students, and participate with professional members of the 
health team and the citizens of a community in solving health 
problems. 

Twenty-one university schools of nursing offer bachelor’s de- 
grees and three offer a master’s degree. Dalhousie University 
in Nova Scotia has a program in outpost nursing which is unique 
in North America. 

Post-basic bachelor’s degrees are offered by 16 universities to 
nurses who have completed a two- or three-year diploma course. 
Seven universities retain the one-year diploma-certificate courses 
for post-R.N. study. 

With additional experience and education, graduates with a 
degree are able to proceed to the master’s and doctoral levels 
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and to function as clinical specialists, teachers, administrators, 
consultants and researchers. 

Although the number of graduates has increased in all areas 
of nursing, there is still an acute shortage, particularly at the 
degree level. The Canadian Nurses’ Association feels that a 
healthy ratio of university graduates to R.N.s would be 1 to 3. 
At present the ratio is 1 to 16. 

Although the starting salaries vary from province to province, 
a degree graduate can expect to receive about $390 to $440 
per month. 


Occupational therapy is a form of medical treatment prescribed 
by a doctor and guided by a qualified occupational therapist. The 
primary purpose of occupational therapy is the development 
and/or restoration of physical and mental function of the 
disabled. 

The characteristic means by which these purposes are achieved 
are the activities of work, re-education, recreation, interpersonal 
relationships, activities of daily living, self-help devices and the 
patient’s own efforts. 

As a member of the rehabilitation team, the occupational 
therapist works closely with the physician, nurse, physiotherapist, 
speech therapist, psychologist, social workers and other specialists 
according to the particular needs of the individual patient. 

Seven universities offer courses in occupational therapy. The 
courses at Toronto and British Columbia are combined with 
physiotherapy and graduates are qualified to practice in both 
disciplines. 

The occupational therapist may find employment in general, 
psychiatric and convalescent hospitals, hospitals for the chron- 
ically ill, homes for the aged, schools for the handicapped, and 
rehabilitation workshops. 

Although occupational therapy is established as an important 
profession for women, there are increasing opportunities and 
demands for male therapists. 

According to the Canadian Association of Occupational Thera- 
pists, there is a critical shortage of occupational therapists and 
little likelihood there will be enough graduates to fill the vacancies 
in the near future. 

Starting salaries for graduates vary from province to province, 
but in 1968 according to the Canadian Association of Occupa- 
tional Therapists the average was approximately $6,000 per year. 


Two Canadian universities offer courses of studies in Optometry. 
The University of Waterloo offers a five-year course following 
senior matriculation and awards the Doctor of Optometry degree. 
The University of Montreal has a newly integrated (formerly 
affiliated) School of Optometry in which the student receives the 
degree of L.Sc.O. (Licentiate in Optometry) after a three-year 
program. 

The applicant for entry at Montreal must have a B.A. or a 
B.Sc., have successfully completed a portion of the B.Sc. degree, 
or have a diploma from one of the newly formed CEGEP schools. 
The University of Montreal school also offers master and doc- 
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torate programs, while Waterloo anticipates such a program in 
the near future. 

The program of studies combines scientific work with the 
practical application of this work in relieving visual difficulties. 
The training enables the optometrist to ascertain the presence 
of refractive errors and to adapt lenses to correct them. 

Optometrists also investigate the presence of abnormal con- 
ditions in focusing and adjusting the fixation of the eyes and 
prescribe suitable remedial measures. Pathological cases are re- 
ferred to an oculist or ophthalmologist. 

The optometrist’s training includes instruction in how to cor- 
rect, remedy, or relieve the effect of any defect or abnormal 
condition of the eye or of the two eyes in associated vision 
through the adaptation of lenses, prisms, contact lenses or sub- 
normal vision devices, through orthoptic training or through 
co-ordination exercises. 

The graduate may open his own private practice or enter 
into the service of federal, provincial or municipal governments. 
He may also choose to continue his studies with a final goal of a 
teaching post or consulting position in an optical laboratory 
developing new instrumentation and techniques. 


Pharmacy remains among the highest paying disciplines at the 
bachelor’s level. Graduate pharmacists received an average 
monthly salary of $680 in 1968, an increase equal to or greater 
than most disciplines. This is a reflection of the demand for 
pharmacists in Canada. 

Approximately 400 pharmacists graduated in 1968 and about 
the same number is expected to graduate in 1969 from the eight 
university pharmacy schools. Indications are that for the next 
three years at least, female pharmacy graduates will continue to 
be a relatively high proportion (40 percent) of all graduates. 

Almost 80 percent of new graduates find employment in the 
community pharmacy. Many graduating pharmacists however, 
particularly women, find positions in hospitals and medical ser- 
vices and with pharmaceutical companies. Government agencies, 
both federal and provincial, are also requesting more pharmacists 
to fill their needs. 

The increased role of federal and provincial governments in 
public health programs has created additional opportunities for 
pharmacists in analytical and toxicology laboratories and in 
administrative positions as government inspectors and health 
supplies officers. 

Pharmacists who remain in the academic field for post- 
graduate training are in demand by industry and universities for 
administrative and teaching positions. Although an increasing 
number are proceeding to graduate degrees, the demand for these 
candidates far exceeds the supply. 


As a member of the health profession and the rehabilitation team, 
the physiotherapist, under medical direction, helps to maintain 
restore physical function to the injured and disabled. 

The majority of physiotherapists work in hospitals, clinics and 
rehabilitation centres. They also work in doctor’s offices, in private 
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practice and in special schools for crippled children. 

Eleven Canadian universities offer courses in Physiotherapy and 
in Occupational Therapy leading to diplomas and/or degrees. 
After three years in the treatment field, physiotherapists may pro- 
ceed to teacher courses which will prepare them for staff appoint- 
ments in the university schools of physiotherapy. These courses 
are available at McGill University and the Universities of Mani- 
toba, Montreal and Toronto. 

The number of graduates in this discipline was lower in 1968 
than in 1967. This is because the Université de Montréal has ex- 
tended its program from two to three years. This situation will 
continue for a number of years as several universities plan to 
lengthen their courses. 

The Canadian Physiotherapy Association reports that there is 
still a shortage of physiotherapists in Canada and the demand 
will continue to grow each year with the expansion of rehabilita- 
tion programs. 

The Canadian Physiotherapy Association reports that salaries 
for physiotherapy graduates start at approximately $5,500 per 
year and rise to $12,000 for supervisory categories. 


Social workers are trained to use their knowledge of human nature 
and community resources in finding and applying practical solu- 
tions to problems that affect individuals and communities. AI- 
though social workers direct their efforts towards helping indivi- 
duals, groups and communities to help themselves, they are 
increasingly concerned with affecting change and preventing con- 
ditions that give rise to social problems. 

A social worker must have a genuine interest in, and feeling for, 
people and a respect for their rights. He must also have the skill 
to establish relationships with individuals, groups and communi- 
ties to provide the assistance they need. 

The rapid expansion of social services under both private and 
government auspicies during the last twenty years has created a 
severe shortage of social workers. In Canada there are three 
openings for every social worker graduating from a professional 
school. 

There are six universities now offering an undergraduate degree, 
11 a master’s and one a doctoral in social work. In addition, 
there is the Maritime School of Social Work in Halifax which is 
affiliated with five degree-granting institutions in the Maritimes. 

Preparation for professional social work now requires a 
master’s degree in Social Work, preferably with specialization in 
the social sciences (sociology, psychology, economics). This in- 
cludes courses which cover human growth and behaviour, social 
welfare policy services and social work practice. It also includes 
supervised field practice with a social welfare agency or institution. 

Major fields of service include child and family welfare, family 
and marriage counselling, vocational rehabilitation, public assis- 
tance services, community development, medical and psychiatric 
social work, camping and other recreational programs, and insti- 
tutional services for offenders, the handicapped, the very young 
and the elderly.

Social workers are employed in a wide variety of government 
and voluntary organizations and institutions in Canada. A few 
social workers are engaged in private practice and there are open- 
ings for social workers with international welfare agencies. 

Working conditions, salaries and opportunities for advancement 
for social workers have improved considerably over the past few 
years. 

Salaries vary from province to province but were approximately 
$7,200 for the 1968 graduate. 


There are three schools of Veterinary Medicine in Canada with a 
total annual enrolment of approximately 150 students. The basic 
veterinary science course provides a training for various kinds of 
veterinary practice, as well as a basis for advanced education in 
anatomy, physiology, pathology, medical chemistry, parasitology, 
preventive medicine, bacteriology and virology. The graduate 
with a professional degree has entry into government services, 
universities and industry for all research investigations involving 
animals and diseases communicable to man. 

Veterinary practice is gradually changing from the treatment of 
individual animals when disease becomes apparent, to disease 
prevention in order to maintain a healthy livestock population. 

The Federal Government is the largest single employer of 
veterinarians, (about 25 percent) and will continue to require new 
graduates and experienced veterinarians as the livestock industry 
expands, necessitating increased vigilance in the control and 
eradication of contagious and infectious diseases, as well as in 
meat and food inspection. Many Veterinary Medicine graduates 
go into private practice while others are employed by private firms 
in biological products research, sales promotion and animal 
nutrition. 

Incomes for graduates who enter private practice vary greatly 
but according to the Canadian Veterinary Medical Association, 
salaries offered by the government are approximately $8,000 to 
$9,000 per year. 
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The term “Humanities” is used here to include the study of 
languages, classics, philosophy, and religion. Some 1650 honours 
graduates in these fields are expected in 1969 in addition to nearly 
one-half of the 21,000 general or major bachelor of arts graduates. 
Though less vocationally oriented than most university disci- 
plines, a degree in one of these fields provides a solid foundation 
for many kinds of employment, particularly where communica- 
tion and logical thinking are required. These include accounting, 
life insurance, the manufacturing and retailing industries and 
teaching. Many such graduates take further training in a profes- 
sional area. With honours and graduate degrees, employment in 
fields more closely related to the student’s specialization is pos- 
sible, although teaching absorbs the bulk of such graduates. 


The majority of Canadian universities offer degree courses in 
Classics which give the student a greater understanding of Western 
civilization. Programs include a comprehensive study of Greek 
and Roman civilizations; their language, history, philosophy, 
literature, art and archeology. Courses are also given in linguistics 
and other related subjects. 

The study of classics enables the student to express himself 
with force and precision and prepares him for entry into many of 
the fields which are open to the Arts graduate. His studies en- 
courage clear and concise expression, and provide the groundwork 
for a career in business or government service. The intensive 
language studies can also prepare the classics student for a career 
in publishing, writing, translation or library work. After further 
studies he may also enter the profession of law or theology. 

The majority of those who graduate in classics, remain in the 
academic profession and become teachers either at the high school 
or university level. 

In 1969 it is estimated that Canadian universities will graduate 


25 students with a master’s degree in Classics and 75 with an 
honours degree. 


The study of comparative literature is a recent development in 
university departments of language and literature in Canada. 
As bilingualism in this country increases, the joint study of 
English and French Canadian literature is becoming increasingly 
important. 

More Canadian studies programs are likely to be established in 
the future, and the need for specialists in such areas as African, 
Asian or Soviet studies, in all of which language and literature 
training is a necessary part, is also expected to increase over the 
next decade. 

A wide range of employment opportunities are available to 
graduates in English, French, and modern languages. 

Those graduates who take a specialized degree in their native 
language, English or French, are in great demand as high school 
teachers. Others find such training a valuable preparation for 
careers in journalism, book publishing, editorial or library work, 
radio and television writing or production, and speech therapy. 

The federal public service employs graduates who have a 
fluency in a language other than their own for its trade, immi- 
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gration and diplomatic missions abroad. They also employ those 
who are proficient in both English and French as translators or 
interpretors. 

Honours graduates in English or French received starting 
salaries of approximately $565 per month in 1968. 


Linguistics is the field of inquiry concerned with understanding 
the nature of language as a phenomenon of human culture. 
Linguistics has become a discipline in its own right: a systematic 
body of theory and methodology which can be applied to all 
aspects of human communication. 

The most obvious contribution made by linguistics is in the 
practical field of language teaching and learning. Linguistics is 
also an important tool for the social scientist: the analysis of 
social groups, value structures, and thought patterns can be made 
through the incorporation of linguistic research tools. To the 
anthropologist, linguistics is especially valuable. Physicists con- 
cerned with communication, information theory and machine 
translation, also may derive an increased understanding of the 
language “code” from a knowledge of linguistics. 

It is advisable that the student of linguistics combine the theore- 
tical study of the science of language with another subject, such 
as English, French, other languages, anthropology, psychology or 
education. Such a student would then be able to teach in schools 
and universities, become a translator, teach English or French 
overseas, or enter industry in the field of communications en- 
gineering. 

Ten universities offer bachelor degrees in Linguistics, while a 
small number award a graduate degree. 


Degree programs in Philosophy are offered in almost all Canadian 
universities. Most major universities also offer graduate programs 
at the master’s level and many now present full doctoral programs. 

The study of philosophy covers such areas as the history of 
ideas, logic, ethics, philosophy of science, philosophy of religion, 
metaphysics, social and political philosophy, linguistic analysis and 
decision theory. 

Philosophy is not strictly a vocationally-oriented course leading 
to a specific job or career. Rather, it offers a broad education 
which provides the student with a useful background for many 
types of endeavour. The student with an undergraduate degree 
may go on to graduate school for professional training in theology, 
social work or law, or he may elect to continue his studies in 
philosophy with a view to becoming a university teacher. 

Employment opportunities for the bachelor’s graduate exist in 
library or publishing work, in which a knowledge of religious and 
philosophical books is required; in social work; in computer and 
systems analysis; journalism; the public service; many types of 
business; creative writing, or criticism. Since many students take 
a joint honours program in philosophy and another subject, their 
qualifications may be strengthened as secondary school teachers. 
Philosophy may also soon be taught at the secondary school level. 
The Ontario Institute for Studies in Education has already or- 
ganized a seminar on the teaching of ethics at secondary schools. 
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Community Colleges also offer courses in Philosophy and this 
should mean an increased demand for instructors with graduate 
school experience in this subject. 

Many business administration graduate programs will accept 
honours or general philosophy degrees as their entrance require- 
ment. 


Religious studies, included for some time in the study of philo- 
sophy has now achieved the status of a separate discipline. 
Bachelor’s degrees in Religious Studies are available in a number 
of universities, and graduate programs have also been established. 

The purpose of the study of religion, as distinguished from 
theology, is to examine the history, literature, and thought of all 
major religions in the world. Particular attention is given to the 
various theories on the origin and nature of religion and to the 
modern criticisms of religion and new religious movements. It is 
not a vocationally-oriented course leading to a specific job or 
career, but instead offers a broad liberal education which provides 
a useful background for a variety of fields. 

Employment opportunities in the actual field of religion are 
limited primarily to teaching. The rapid increase in the number 
of departments of religious studies in Canadian unversities is 
creating a need for trained university teachers. There is also a 
possibility that religious studies will be introduced as an academic 
study in high schools, and this would open up new career pos- 
sibilities for teachers at this level. Many graduates take a joint 
honours program and are hired as secondary school teachers. 

The graduate in Religious Studies may also find employment in 
library or publishing work where knowledge of religious books 
is required, in social work, journalism, creative writing, the civil 
service, and many types of business. 
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Advances in mathematics and the physical sciences are trans- 
forming our way of life. Perhaps the developments in computer 
science are most widespread and obvious, but the research being 
done in other fields has had equally significant effects. 

Today the professional or research scientist has usually under- 
taken graduate studies. For the bachelor’s degree graduate, how- 
ever, there are employment opportunities in industrial production, 
teaching, testing and analysis, and chemical, pharmaceutical and 
other scientific sales. 


The prime purpose of the instruction in chemistry is to develop 
the student’s understanding of the scientific method with particular 
application to the study of materials and reactions they undergo. 

Because chemistry is one of the basic sciences, there are oppor- 
tunities for bachelor’s graduates in research, teaching in secondary 
schools, and community colleges, and as consultants for industry 
and government. Atomic Energy of Canada Limited, The De- 
partment of Agriculture, and the Food and Drug Laboratory are 
but a few government laboratories employing chemists at all 
levels. A number of chemists enter the fields of biochemistry, 
geology and metallurgy where a background in chemistry is 
advantageous. 

As in other disciplines a post-graduate degree is a necessity for 
university teaching and many positions in government and indus- 
try. In Canada, the pulp and paper industry, chemical industry, 
and the important plastics industry employ many graduate chem- 
ists. In an industrial research laboratory the major research 
projects are under the direction of a Ph.D graduate. 

Many chemistry departments in Canada have one or more 
theoretical chemists, but very few offer courses leading to graduate 
degrees in theoretical chemistry. Because this branch of chemistry 
now ranks in importance with the three long recognized fields, 
organic, inorganic and physical chemistry, Queen’s University now 
offers a graduate program in this field. 

The average monthly salary for an honours science graduate in 
chemistry in 1968, was approximately $570. 


There is still a market shortage of qualified computer personnel. 

Almost every Canadian university now offers courses in com- 
puter science and several offer degrees from the bachelor to the 
Ph.D. level. Computer science courses are now being required of 
almost all students in the physical sciences and engineering and of 
increasing numbers of students in the social and life sciences. 
Graduate students are being trained to carry out advanced work 
in programming languages and systems programming, and in such 
special fields as automata theory, information retrieval, numerical 
methods, network theory and operations research. 

A sound knowledge of computer science is_ particularly 
valuable to those who combine it with some other discipline such 
as psychology, sociology, economics, chemistry, biology or 
physics. 

The demand for qualified computer personnel will probably 
increase for some time to come. It is estimated that the annual 
requirement for computer specialists will rise to approximately 
10,000 by 1970. 
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The average monthly salary for honours graduates in computer 
science in 1968 was $565. 


The demand for university graduates in Mathematics has risen 
rapidly in the past few years and the number of mathematics 
graduates has increased proportionately. 

In the light of the diversity of applications of mathematics in 
the present-day world, universities are broadening their programs 
to include computer science, the mathematization of biological, 
management and social sciences, a new emphasis on probability 
and statistics, and applied mathematics. 

The demand for mathematics teachers in the high schools has 
never been greater. Within the last ten years, 40 new post- 
secondary colleges have been established, and there will soon be 
as many mathematicians required in these community colleges as 
there are at the universities. The insurance companies have 
never been adequately supplied with actuarial mathematicians. 
The increase in the number of computer installations in Canada 
requires a proportionate increase in the number of mathema- 
ticians with a background in computer science. 

In 1968 a graduate with a bachelor’s degree in Mathematics 
earned approximately $580 per month. Graduates with a master’s 
degree received a starting salary of $670 per month and a Ph.D. 
in Mathematics, $800 per month. 


A Ph.D. degree in Physics is a normal requirement for a profes- 
sional or academic career in government laboratories, industry, 
or universities. The principal government agencies requiring 
physicists are the National Research Council, Atomic Energy of 
Canada and the Defence Research Board. 

Employment for honours or major physics graduates exists in a 
wide variety of fields. There is a demand for teachers at the high 
school and junior college levels. In industry, career opportunities 
are plentiful in the fields of electronics, data processing, metal 
refining, oil prospecting, communications, power development 
and research. 

There has been a renewed and expanding interest in astronomy, 
astrophysics and meteorology. 

Honours graduates in mathematics-physics, physics or engin- 
eering physics are hired by the Meteorological Services of Canada. 
During the first two years of employment, graduates are required 
to study for a master’s degree in Meteorology. 

Honours science graduates in Physics received starting salaries 
of approximately $585 per month in 1968. 
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Grouped here under the heading “Social Sciences” are anthropo- 
logy, economics, geography, political science, psychology and 
sociology. Among them, the.social sciences deal with the study of 
all aspects of human society. Some 1,500 honours graduates are 
expected in these disciplines in 1969 in addition to over half of the 
21,000 pass or general art graduates. 

A graduate degree is usually required to qualify for full-time 
employment in the field of psychology or anthropology; in certain 
government and non-government employment, however, a strong 
bachelor’s degree will enable a graduate to qualify for positions 
in some of the other social sciences. Many graduates enter such 
fields as secondary school teaching, administrative trainee posi- 
tions in either government or the private sector, accounting, 
manufacturing and retailing, or life insurance. Some bachelors 
in the Social Sciences undertake further study in such fields as 
law, library science, social work, town and regional planning or 
theology. 


Anthropology embraces a wide range of sub-disciplines, not all of 
which are represented in every university department. Some 
universities include courses in physical anthropology, archeology, 
linguistics, human genetics, and human social systems. 

Long restricted to a small number of full-time professionals, 
knowledge of anthropology is rapidly becoming an important part 
of the general education of the modern university student. Al- 
though it has been, and still is studied primarily for its intrinsic 
interest, anthropology is increasingly coming to have practical 
applications. Both educational and employment opportunities are 
beginning to expand accordingly. 

At present seven Canadian universities offer a Ph.D., 10 offer a 
master’s and many offer a bachelor’s degree with a major or minor 
in Anthropology. 

There are employment opportunities in teaching and research 
at universities, in museums and in government. 


The demand for economists has shown no significant decrease. 
The federal and provincial governments and universities remain 
the largest employers of economists. In Quebec there is a growing 
demand because of the introduction of social sciences into the new 
public college program. Ontario is now teaching economics at 
the secondary school and community college levels and this also 
adds to the demand. 

Employment opportunities are also available in industry and in 
some international organizations, such as OECD and the World 
Bank. There is a particularly strong demand for mathematical 
economists and statistical economists and for those with graduate 
training. 

Twelve Canadian universities offer a Ph.D. in Economics and 
27 offer a master’s degree. The majority of Canadian universities 
offer a bachelor’s degree. 

The average starting salary for students with a bachelor’s de- 
gree was $535 per month and for students with a master’s, $635 
in 1968. 
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The modern study of geography falls partly within the social 
sciences and partly within the physical sciences. It is increasingly 
making use of newly developed research methods and data pro- 
cessing by computer. 

Most geographers specialize in a particular branch of the 
discipline such as geomorphology, climatology, cartography, 
economic geography and urban geography. Thirty-five Canadian 
universities offer programs in Geography and the number of 
graduates is on the increase. It is expected that in 1969 there will 
be about 300 honours, 110 master’s and 30 doctoral graduates. 

The demand for geographers stems principally from the need 
for teachers at high school, community college and university 
levels. Geographers are also being employed increasingly in 
government. 

Urban and regional planning is another expanding field of 
employment for the graduate in geography. With or without 
further graduate training in planning, many graduates find em- 
ployment in this field with provincial or municipal government 
offices or with private consulting firms. Others are employed in 
resources management and planning. 

The average starting salary for honours Geography graduates 
in 1968 was $575. 


In recent years the enrolment in History has increased rapidly. 
In 1967 there were 470 graduates at the bachelor’s level. In 1969, 
it is estimated there will be 734 graduates. 

Many opportunities exist for the student with an undergraduate 
degree in History. He may choose to use his training as a stepping 
stone to a number of allied professions. As a history student’s 
background includes a knowledge of a variety of subjects and as 
his training includes the selection and interpretation of data and 
the orderly and effective presentation of material, it follows that 
there are any number of careers from which he might choose. 

The federal public service has recently recognized “Historians” 
as a professional category and hires graduates for research in 
various government departments. 

The majority of students with a graduate degree in History enter 
the teaching profession at the secondary school or university level 
depending on their degree. There is currently a strong demand in 
the teaching profession for graduates who have specialized in 
Canadian history. There is also a shortage and consequently a 
demand, for graduates who have specialized in medieval history. 

According to recent salary estimates, a student with a bachelor’s 
degree in History can expect to receive a starting salary of approx- 
imately $550 per month. A graduate with a master’s degree may 
receive $625 and a Ph.D. in History, approximately $805. 


Political Science has rapidly grown to be one of the most popular 
social science disciplines. The number of honours graduates in 
1969 is expected to rise to 400, with about 150 obtaining graduate 
degrees. Starting salaries paid to those graduating with an honours 
degree in 1968 averaged about $560 per month. 

The traditional career path for graduates in Political Science 
has been in the foreign service or other branches of government. 
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Study in this field also provides a good background for entry into 
law and the communications field. 

As university classes in this discipline expand and as a great 
deal more research is undertaken, a very strong demand will con- 
tinue for university teachers in political science. For those with an 
M.A. degree, there are many openings for teachers at community 
colleges. Those with a bachelor’s degree are well qualified to teach 
such subjects as political science, international affairs and modern 
history, to which an increasing emphasis is being given at the 
secondary school level. 

Almost all universities offer a bachelor’s program in Political 
Science, 20 offer a master’s program and ten have a Ph.D. pro- 
gram in this discipline. 


Over 40 Canadian universities now have psychology departments 
and 27 or more offer graduate courses leading to a master’s or a 
doctor’s degree in Psychology. 

As in many other disciplines, a large number of students obtain 
a grounding in psychology by choosing a major in this subject in 
a B.A. program. Graduates with a bachelor’s degree majoring in 
Psychology, may be employed in various para-psychological posi- 
tions in welfare organizations, correctional institutions or in per- 
sonnel work. 

A higher degree is a requirement for professional registration in 
most provinces and it is mandatory in Ontario that a candidate 
for registration possess a Ph.D. degree plus one year of related 
experience. 

A large number of psychologists are employed in mental hospi- 
tals, universities and clinics, but there are many other fields open 
to those who are professionally qualified. Industry is now absorb- 
ing many graduates for the selection, training and placement of 
personnel. Employment opportunities also exist in the fields of 
vocational and educational guidance and there is a need for school 
psychologists. Degree courses in counselling and guidance have 
been established in several universities to meet the growing de- 
mand for counsellors. 

A continuing strong demand for psychologists has prevailed for 
several years especially in the applied fields such as clinical 
psychology. Because of the projected growth in university enrol- 
ment, there should continue to be teaching and research positions 
open for suitably trained psychologists. 

Salaries vary greatly because of the many activities in which 
psychologists engage. In 1968 graduates with a B.A. degree re- 
ceived approximately $510 per month, and those with a master’s, 
an average starting salary of $651, and with a doctor’s degree, 
$780 per month. 


Sociology is the scientific study of the social behaviour of human 
beings. Over the years, this discipline has developed into a spe- 
cialized series of sub-fields based on research which is experi- 
mental and statistical. The modern sociologist must be thoroughly 
familiar with statistical methods for the study of mankind. 
Consulting sociologists are employed as advisers in such varied 
fields as crime reduction and rehabilitation of offenders, drug 
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addiction, marriage and family problems, community development 
and advertising. Other opportunities are available in teaching, 
counselling, administration and social research. 

There are now 44 universities in Canada offering undergraduate 
degrees in sociology and 35 offering graduate degrees. 

A student with an undergraduate degree in 1968 received a 
starting salary of approximately $500 per month. This increased 
to $615 for the holder of a master’s degree and $785 for a Ph.D. 
in Sociology. 
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Industrial development, urban renewal, and an increasing popula- 
tion have brought about a great demand for new buildings of all 
kinds, and a corresponding need for the skills of an architect. 

The graduate architect usually enters the profession after two 
or three years employment with an established architectural office. 
Good opportunities exist in government departments, research 
agencies, planning agencies and industrial and structural organiza- 
tions. Opportunities depend on the economic situation as archi- 
tecture is directly related to business and industrial expansion. 

The graduate may concern himself with the design of new 
towns, buildings or groups of buildings of every size and for every 
purpose. Architects may specialize in related fields such as urban 
and regional planning or urban design. Specializations may be 
found in the various aspects of building science-advanced struc- 
tures, accoustics, and specialized building design. 

In 1967, there were 3,035 architects registered with the Pro- 
vincial Associations of the Royal Architectural Institute of 
Canada. In 1968, 169 architects graduated from Canadian uni- 
versities and an estimated 215 will graduate in 1969. 

The average starting salary for the 1968 graduates with a 
Bachelor of Architecture Degree is $615 per month. 


Two Canadian universities — Guelph and Toronto — offer four- 
year courses which lead to Bachelor of Landscape Architecture 
degrees. In both courses, the student studies such subjects as land- 
scape perception, architectural design, soil science, urban and 
regional planning and landscape construction. 

The graduate will be concerned with the planning and design 
of urban and rural lands for a variety of purposes including com- 
mercial, industrial, institutional, residential, transportation, and 
recreation. Outdoor work is involved in the surveying and land 
plotting necessary before detailed area planning can be done. 

The graduate may enter private practice, or assume a variety 
of positions in public service with municipal, provincial and na- 
tional agencies in parks, highways, housing, city planning and 
resource development. The prospects for employment with 
government agencies seem likely to increase rapidly within the 
next few years. 

The University of Guelph will graduate 11 students and 
Toronto, two in 1969. The Université de Montréal plans to 
establish such a course in the fall of 1968 and the University of 
Manitoba will start a B.L.A. program in the fall of 1969. The 
latter program will be two years in length and will be offered to 
students who possess a Bachelor of Environmental Studies degree, 
also available at this University. 


Eighteen Canadian universities offer programs in Home Eco- 
nomics and the expected number of bachelor’s graduates in 1969 
is 595. The demand for home economists remains very strong. 

The demand is coming from a variety of sources. These in- 
clude teaching, government service, social and welfare agency 
service and research, all of which have employed graduates for a 
number of years. New demands are coming from the food in- 
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dustry, from canners, processors and preservers and others in 
related lines. Some universities are, therefore, including a con- 
centrated study of chemistry, microbiology and other related 
sciences in their home economics program. Home economists are 
also directly employed or consulted by manufacturers of furnish- 
ings, clothing and textiles, by department stores and other retail 
outlets as consumer consultants, and by advertising agencies and 
the communications media. 


Two universities offer degree courses in Journalism — Carleton 
University in Ottawa and the University of Western Ontario in 
London. At Western, the four-year course leads to an Honors 
Bachelor of Arts degree. Carleton offers a three-year course 
leading to a Bachelor of Journalism degree as well as a new 
honors program which permits students to major in journalism 
alone, or combine honors level work in journalism with honors 
work in arts, science, commerce or engineering. 

Both universities have a one-year program for graduates holding 
degrees in other disciplines. The Carlton program leads to a 
Bachelor of Journalism degree; Western’s to a Diploma of 
Journalism. 

Loyola College in Montreal offers a B.A. degree with a major 
in Communication Arts. Closely allied to the journalism course, 
this program is designed for students who wish to become writers, 
performers, critics or teachers, or those interested in public rela- 
tions, promotion or advertising. 

A B.A. degree course in Creative Writing is offered at the 
University of British Columbia which gives special instruction on 
the writing of radio, television and stage plays, short novels, short 
stories and poetry. 

A graduate in journalism may find work with a newspaper, 
wire service, magazine, in public relations, radio, television or the 
field of freelance writing. 

Employment opportunities are good and the increasing de- 
velopment of educational television should produce even more 
jobs for journalists. 

The starting salary for 1968 graduates was approximately $470 
per month but this will vary depending on the size and type of 
media in which the student obtains employment. 


Lawyers advise people of their legal rights and obligations, and 
represent them in court. They negotiate settlements out of court; 
represent clients before various quasi-judicial bodies; act as 
trustees, guardians or executors. Attorneys working for the gov- 
ernment develop and administer federal and provincial law and 
programs by preparing drafts of legislation; advise officials and 
employees concerning legislation and regulations; establish law 
enforcement procedures; and argue cases. Many lawyers engage 
in general practice, handling all kinds of legal work for clients. 
Others specialize in one branch of law such as corporation, 
criminal, labor, patent, real estate, tax or international law. Some 
attorneys devote their time entirely to trial work; others are en- 
gaged in drawing up wills, trusts, contracts, mortgages, leases and 
deeds, and conducting out-of-court negotiations. Some lawyers 
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work primarily in teaching, research, writing, and administration. 

Law schools have increased their enrolments considerably over 
the last few years and in 1968 there will be 16 universities 
offering the study of law. The total graduation for 1968 was 
1,147 lawyers and 1,315 are expected in 1969. 

Legal aid plans now in effect in many provinces increase the 
requirements for lawyers. 

A prospective student should write to the Provincial Law 
Society of the province in which he intends to practise. The 
society can provide him with detailed and authoritative informa- 
tion with respect to qualification requirements and other matters. 


The rapid expansion of knowledge, the increasing number of 
publications, the rising enrolments in schools and universities and 
the pressing need of government, business and industry for in- 
formation have all contributed to the heavy demand for qualified 
librarians in Canada. 

The shortage of librarians is so acute that three years ago, the 
National Library of Canada, in conjunction with the Public 
Service Commission of Canada instituted a recruiting and sub- 
sidization program to encourage more students to enter the field 
of library science. 

The profession offers a wide variety of opportunities in different 
types of libraries. In addition to public and school libraries, there 
are many specialized libraries serving business, government, and 
industry, as well as a variety of associations and institutions. 

Librarians select, organize and index books, periodicals, pam- 
phlets, films and phonograph records. The job of the librarian 
is to bring these materials and their users together in the most 
effective way. 

There are two main kinds of library work. The first is reader 
service which brings the librarian into contact with library users. 
This includes reference work, reading guidance, advisory work 
and actvities associated with the circulation of books and other 
materials. The second is technical service which involves the 
selection and acquisition of materials and the organization, 
arrangement and indexing of these materials so they might be 
found and used by the public. 

There are six universities offering degrees in Library Science. 
The basic qualification for the professional librarian is a bachelor’s 
degree in Arts or Science plus one year of library training leading 
to a Bachelor of Library Science or two years of training leading 
to a master’s degree. 

Starting salaries for graduates in this discipline have increased 
almost a 100 per cent in the last decade and a recent graduate with 
a B.L.S. can expect to receive approximately $6,400 per year. 


The primary purpose of the Faculty of Divinity is to educate the 
student for the Christian ministry. Such education demands not 
only the acquisition of knowledge in the various theological dis- 
ciplines, but the application of this knowledge in situations and 
relationships which prepares the student for the practice of 
ministry. 

Twenty-nine institutions in Canada sponsored by, or affiliated 
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with, various religious denominations, now offer degrees in 
Theology. 

The Protestant church requires a three-year program beyond 
a B.A. degree (sometimes a B.Sc.) and the Roman Catholic pro- 
gram is usually of four-years duration after a B.A. A student 
entering the ministry or priesthood can plan, therefore, on six or 
seven years of study at the university level. 

Many fields of work are open to the minister, priest or lay 
theological graduate. Such fields might include social services and 
counselling and for this reason the universities provide courses 
in sociology, theoretical and practical psychology, philosophy, 
ethics, modern trends in theology and the biblical basis of Chris- 
tian life and practice. 

Master’s and doctor’s degrees in Theology are available to 
anyone who qualifies, including priests or ministers. The student 
who obtains a degree at the master’s or doctor’s level would 
probably, but not in all cases, be a member of the ministry. 
Teaching is open to the holder of a higher degree in a theological 
college or seminary or as a university professor in such fields as 
theology or philosophy. 

Two attractive and growing fields of service for graduates in 
theology who are priests or ministers, are hospital and university 
chaplaincies. There is a shortage of qualified personnel in these 
two fields which appears likely to continue for a number of years. 

The trend in theological education is to involve the student in 
practical parish work, clinical pastoral work and in community 
and social service. 

During the last few years there has been a decline in the num- 
ber of candidates entering the ministry and as a result there is 
a shortage of ministers and priests. 

Salaries vary greatly among the denominations, but usually 
housing, telephone, utilities, medical and pension benefits and 
sometimes a car are supplied by the diocese. 


As urbanization increases at an accelerating pace, and as greater 
interest is shown in maximizing the use of non-urban land, the 
need for people trained in urban and regional planning is rising 
sharply. Although attendance at planning schools has increased 
steadily, the present supply of planners falls considerably short 
of the demand. 

Opportunities available in the planning field are very diverse. 
They range among research work in land economics, urban re- 
newal or transportation, the preparation or implementation of 
master plans, planning directors, and examining the economic 
possibilities of a region. Employment is found with municipal, 
metropolitan, provincial and federal government departments and 
agencies, with private firms, and increasingly, in recent years, 
with other planning agencies such as education, health and trans- 
portation departments. 

The recognized schools of Planning are in the universities of 
Toronto, British Columbia, Manitoba, Montreal (in French), 
Waterloo and McGill. All these schools offer courses leading to 
the master’s degree. In addition, Waterloo offers an honours B.A. 
degree in Urban and Regional Planning. 
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Apart from such professional education in the practical aspects 
of planning, a number of universities have established programs 
in urban and regional studies which emphasize the research of 
the subject. These include most of the universities listed above and 
in addition, Alberta, Dalhousie, Guelph, McMaster, Queen’s, 
Western Ontario and York. Many universities have also set up 
centres with interdisciplinary programs related to planning. 

Students can enter Planning courses from a great many dis- 
ciplines such as the social sciences, the humanities, and the 
professional disciplines of engineering, architecture, landscape 
architecture and law. 

The minimum requirement for acceptance by the Town Plan- 
ning Institute of Canada is two years full time at the graduate 
level or a four year honours program. A degree in Planning is 
the normal qualification accepted by professional institutes in 
Canada, U.S.A. and Britain. 

Candidates for graduate programs in Planning or Urban and 
Regional Studies may apply for a Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation planning fellowship after acceptance in a graduate 
course. In 1968 this fellowship amounted to $3,000 plus $1,000 
dependent supplement. Most universities also offer open fellow- 
ships.

Appendix A 
STARTING SALARIES FOR GRADUATES IN 1968 


The table below shows average starting salary rates offered to 1968 graduates at the bachelor’s, master’s and 
doctorate levels. These figures are based on surveys of some 300 national employers conducted in co-operation 
with the Pay Research Bureau, and among placement and career planning officers at the institutions involved. No 
figures are given where there was insufficient information obtained to provide a valid estimate of starting rates. 
The figures reported are national averages covering all types of employment for graduates of many institutions 
in a particular discipline. Rates for special fields of employment, or for students with special qualifications, 
would naturally vary from those in the table.
